DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach or suggest the claimed method of assembling a 
bearing device, comprising: 

attaching an annular seal to an outer peripheral surface of an inner shaft of a 
flange, arranging and retaining a plurality of taper rollers against the seal and on an 
inner shaft, arranging an annular spacer between the flange and the annular seal to 
support the annular seal, and wherein the annular spacer is split and removed from the 
bearing device after the assembly of an outer ring to the inner shaft. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
